Chief 
of Police Ed Lewis of Connersville 
said that he understood that Hobbs 
shot to defend himself. 
Ed Amos, who accompanied Don­ 
ald Goodson to Connersville yester­ 
day afternoon to attend the circus 
there, says that the three 
negroes 
attacked Hobbs. It is said that they 
jostled the local boy in the crowd, 
that lie resented it and that one of 
the negroes struck him. 
It is also 
reported here that Ben Burton drew 
a knife and lunged at Hobbs, knock­ 
ing him down. An eye witness to the 
fight says that Hobbs was 
on the 
ground and one of the negroes was 
on top of him, when Hobbs shot. 
Burton was hurriedly taken to the 
Fayette sanitorium in 
Connersville 
but from the first little hope was en­ 
tertained for his recovery. One bul­

The news 
reached this city that Goodson had 
been fatally shot by the negro, Bur­ 
ton, but that proved to be incorrect. 
The negro did not carry’ a gun, ac­ 
cording to later new’s from Conners­ 
ville. 
Goodson, 
as reported yesterday 
evening when only a meager account 
of the shooting could be obtained as 
it was published forty minutes after | 
the fray, was one of thelarge crowd of 
spectators who gathered around the 
belligerent men. 
Hobbs, it is said, 
fired three bullets, two of them tak­ 
ing effect in the negro’s breast, and 
one in Goodson’s breast. It was first 
reported here-that he was shot in the 
head.

Goodson was hurried to Dr. Mount’s 
office in Connersville where 
physi­ 
cians probed for the bullet. 
They 
were unable to locate it and the boy 
was brought to this city on an I. & C.

It entered 
liis body just above tlie chest cavity 
on the left side and barely missed 
puncturing his lung and heart. Had 
it been one inch lower or possibly 
two. lie would have been killed almost 
instantly. 
Goodson suffered much pain last 
night and it was necessary for the 
physician to administer hypodermics 
to lessen his suffering. 
This morn­ 
ing he was improved but still suffer­ 
ing some pain in his back near the 
shoulder blade where it is believed the 


bullet has lodged. Tf it Is found, af­ 
ter the boy has regained his strength, 
that the bullet will not injure him in 
any way, no effort will be made to re­ 
move it.

SIGNAL TRIUMPH FOR TAFT 


W ith England, France and America 


Committed to Peaceful Settlement 


of Questio ns of National Honor, Ne­ 


gotiations Are New Under W ay For 


Adoption of Sim ilar Treaties With 


Germany, Italy and the Netherlands. 


Washington, Ang. 4.—A large ^pic- 
ture in oil of M. Jules Cambon, former 
ambassador 
to 
this 
country 
from 
France, signing the protocol which 
ended 
the 
Spanish-American 
war, 
hangs on the wall of President Taft’s 
study in the White House. Beside the 
French ambassador, look ing out from 
the frame with care-worn face stands 
the figure of President McKinley . 
Opposite 
this 
impressive 
picture 
y esterday was ¿standing another presi­ 
dent, this one smiling in life, his hand 
resting on a table surrounded by rep­ 
resentatives of three great powers of 
the world. 
The dead canvas on the wall told 
its story of war ended; the scene be­ 
ing enacted at the opposite side of the 
room mark ed the formal pledging by 
France, Great Britain and the United 
States of their faith in the substitution 
of arbitration for bloodshed in the 
settlement of all international dis­ 
putes. 
To the twenty persons who 
had gathered in the room to see the 
signing of the most important conven­ 
tions between the United States and 
England and the United States and 
France, the contrast between the liv­ 
ing and the dead and the new and the 
old, presented a scene not to be soon 
forgotten. 


Inaugurates New Era. 
The two treaties—the first of the 
k ind ever entered into between two 
nations of the world—were signed 
shortly after 3 o’clock . The informal­ 
ity and simplicity of the ceremony ad­ 
ded to its impressiveness. 
Copies of 
the treaties were ly ing on the presi­ 
dent’s study table as Mr. Taft and 
Secretary Knox and the representa­ 
tives of the foreign governments en­ 
tered the room. 
Secretary Knox and 
the Right Honorable James Bry ce, 
ambassador 
from 
England, 
seated 
themselves on opposite sides of the 
table. 
President Taft stood on Mr. 
Knox’s right and near him were Vis­ 
count De Saint Phalle, vice consul 
of the French government at New 
York , and Second Secretary Over of 
the French embassy , who witnessed 
the signatures of their government. 
Chandler Anderson, counsellor of the 
state department, and Sidney Smith 
of the diplomatic bureau were also in 
the 
group about 
the table, 
while 
ranged about the room were a dozen 
or more reporters. 
Secretary Knox had provided a spe­ 
cial pen for the occasion, 
but Mr. 
Bry ce pick ed up one at random and. 
finding its point 
not to bis lik ing, 
reached for another. 
Then he bent 
over the treaty , and Secretary Knox 
followed his example. 
There was no 
other sound in the room except the 
pens’ scratch over the parchment.

Jerem iah was a faithful m essenger 
of the Lord God of Israel and coveted 
only the approval of Him who sent 
Mm. 
Ho was therefore liated by the 
¿blse prophets and by all who would 
so t subm it to God. 
The Lord told him 
tha t it would be so when He called 
Mm to be a prophet and said: 
‘Speak 
unto them all tha t I com m and thee; be 
ao t dism ayed at their faces. 
They 
shall tight against thee, but they shall 
not prevail against thee, for 1 am with 
thee, saith the Lord, to deliver thee” 
<Jer. i, 17, ID; xv. _ i. 
A fter he had been eighteen years a 
prophet (compare Jer. i, 2; II Chron. 
xxxiv, 1) and Jehoiakim was now 
lin g , 
his 
brother 
Jehoahaz 
having 
reigned only three m onths (II Chron 
xxxvi, 1-4), the word of the Lord came 
again to Jerem iah saying, “Speak all 
the w ords tha t I com m and thee to 
•peak unto them ; dim inish not a w ord” 
fJer. xxvi, 2). 
Because of Jerem iah’s 
faithfulness in delivering the Lord’s 
m essage against the city and the tem* 
gle the nriests and jli£ prophets took 
3im ana gatL ereJ the people against 
him to put him to death (verses 
7 -11). 
The reason of their hatred is seen in 
the description given of them in pre­ 
vious chapters. “A w onderful and hor­ 
rible thing is com m itted in the land— 
the prophets prophesy falsely, and the 
priests bear rule by-their means, and 
My people love to have it so.” “Every 
one, from the least even unto the 
greatest, 
is 
given 
to covetousness; 
irom the prophet even unto the priest, 
« very one dealeth 
falsely.” 
“Both 
prophet and priest are profane; yea, 
So. My house have I found their w ick­ 
edness, saith the Lord” (Jer. v, 30, 31; 
▼ill, 10; xxiii, 11).

xxx, 9-13. 
W ith such an alliance against God 
on the part of the people and their 
teachers we cannot w onder a t their 
persecution of such a man of God as

He did not fail to exhort them 
to am end their w ays and their doings 
and to obey the voice of the Lord their 
God, and then he added, do w hat you 
please w ith me, but know tha t if you 
kill me you will kill an innocent man. 
The princes and the people then took 
Jerem iah’s part against the 
priests 
and the prophets because he had spo 
ken in the nam e of the Lord their God. 
and they recall the fact that in the 
days of nezekinh the Prophet Mlcah 
w as a faithful w itness for the Lord 
of hosts against Jerusalem , but that- 
Hezekiah, instead of killing him, re 
pented before the Lord, and the Lord 
kept back the evil which otherw ise 
would have come upon them . 
Micab 
told them plainly tha t they judged for 
rew ard, taught for hire and divined 
for money, yet professed to lean upon 
the

(Mic. 
iil, 
11). 
Hezekiah 
knew this to be all true, and he hum ­ 
bled him self before God and repented.

H E governm ent postal frank is 
once 
m ore 
under 
suspicion. 
As a result of charges that 
the congressional frauks are 
being used unlaw fully for the mailing 
of governm ent publications that have 
been sold to private parties Postm aster 
G eneral F rank II. Hitchcock has be­ 
gun a new inquiry into alleged abuse 
of the franking privilege. 
This m ay not be the final step to­ 
w ard the abolishm ent of the congres­ 
sional 
and 
governm ent 
free 
postal 
frank, but it is at least one of a num ­ 
ber of steps that are tending in Jthat 
direction. Charges that this right to 
use the m ails w ithout charge is badly 
abused have become so frequent that 
the leading officials of the governm ent 
are seriously considering its complete 
abolition and the giving of definite 
sum s of money to m em bers of con 
gress and to the governm ent depart­ 
m ents to pay* their postage accounts. 
M embers 
of 
congress 
persistently 
deny tha t the congressional frank is 
abused. W henever there is a charge 
of this kind an investigation is usually 
dem anded, and it usually fails to show 
any definite cases where fam ily furni 
ture, autom obiles or cows are sent in 
the m ail Cars under the governm ent 
free mail privilege. 
The facts are generally adm itted, 
how§ yer. tha t the illegal use of thej 
tran k s or congressm en by those not en -! 
titled to them , the w idespread d istribu-! 
tion of speeches and cam paign docu-! 
m ents under the free m ailing privilege! 
and the recklessness w ith which gov­ 
ernm ent departm ents have in the past 
poured all sorts of m erchandise lute 
the United States m ails free of post­ 
age charge have added a. great burden 
to the cost of m aintaining the postal 
system and have helped m aterially In 
creating a postal deficit. 


Cause of Heav y Loss. 


Form er F ostm aster General Cortel 
you figured in 1904 tha t the free m ail­ 
ing system had caused a loss of $ 20,- 
000,000 to the post office departm ent. 
The official figures for 19 08 , when all 
the free mail was weighed, show' that 
the congressional franks took $518 ,38 5 
out of the post office departm ent’s in 
come, and the “penalty envelope,” un 
der which the governm ent departm ents 
send mail, caused a loss of $5,219 ,601 
in 
the post 
office departm ent’s re 
eeipts. 
W hat the cost of franking congres­ 
sional m atter was last year has not 
yet been m ade public. 
It m ust have 
been an enorm ous sum , however, for 
the cam paign com m ittees of both po­ 
litical parties sent out from W ashing­ 
ton, Philadelphia, New York and Chi­ 
cago hundreds of tons of cam paign 
“literature,” consisting of extracts and 
speeches from the Congressional Rec­ 
ord. 
Stories of Abuses. 
The stories of fantastic things that 
congressm en have sent through the 
m ails are as old as the congressional 
frank itself. 
“The old story of the m em ber send­ 
ing his w ashing home under a frank 
and having it seut back to the capi­ 
tal,” said form er Senator C arter, “ap­ 
peared in a num ber of books purport­ 
ing to give rem iniscences of W ashing­ 
ton life and affairs. 
It m ay have been 
true in some isolated case, but the 
postoffice departm ent has m ade very 
radical changes as to franked m atter.” 
It is claim ed that w ithin the last 
few years, however, one wTestern con­ 
gressm an franked his entire law li 
brary home from W ashington at the 
end of his term . 
Another, taking ad 
vantage of the privilege accorded a 
retiring m em ber to use the frank for 
nine m onths afte r his term expires, 
used the tim e to flood his old district 
w ith cam paign m aterial, carry on con­ 
gressional business for his form er con­ 
stituents and lay all the groundw ork 
for a cam paign for re-election against 
his successor. 
U nder the penalty envelope every­ 
thing from a stuffed horse sent by the 
postoffice departm ent to the w orld’s 
fa ir a t Chicago to billiard tables and 
burglar proof safes sent out by gov­ 
ernm ent departm ents has been carried 
in the mail cars apparently “postage 
free,” Imit really paid for by the post- 
office departm ent a t the high rates 
charged by the railroads. 
The congressm an’s frank, w’hich con­ 
sists of his nam e w ritten across the 
corner of the envelope w ith the initials 
“51. C.” following, is m uch more re­ 
stricted In its use than is the “pen­ 
alty envelope,” under w hich the gov­ 
ernm ent departm ents send m ail m at­ 
ter. 
The representative or senator has 
the right to m ail out “parts of the 
Congressional Record,” free govern­ 
m ent seeds or official correspondence 
in letters w eighing not m ore than two 
ounces. 


The Tillman Incident. 
The last public controv ersy that the 
postoffice department had with a m em ­ 
ber of congress was the now fam ous 
Tillman case, in 19 09 . 
Senator Till­ 
m an had been In the habit of frank­ 
ing hts ty pewriter through the mails to 
and from his home in South Carolina.

The m achine was ow ned-by the gov­ 
ernm ent, and he contended tha t as 
governm ent property it was entitled 
to free transportation in the mails. 
The postm aster at W ashington held 
up the typew riter when it cam e into 
the W ashington office for delivery ear­ 
ly in 1909. 
Senator Tillm an declared 
he would not pay the postage on it, 
but the W ashington postm aster se­ 
cured legal indorsem ent of his con­ 
tention that the full postage v u!d 
have to be paid before it would ' 
de­ 
livered from the office. 
The decision 
w as based on the principle ^hat a con­ 
gressional frank does not cover the 
transportation of m erchandise simply 
because it is governm ent property. 
For the one or tw o instances of this 
kind that have occurred in late years 
iu the ranks of representatives and 
senators there have been scores in the 
governm ent departm ents>- 


Billiard Table by Mail. 
On one occasion an arm y post in the 
w est had a billiard table which the 
w ar departm ent w anted to tran sfer to 
another post at a different point. In­ 
stead of being sent by freight at con­ 
siderable expense to the w ar depart­ 
m ent it w as put into the mail car un­ 
der the free m ailing privilege, and the 
postoffice departm ent paid the rail­ 
roads mail rates for its carriage. 
The treasury departm ent at W ash­ 
ington used to distribute iron safes 
weighing as much as 
1,000 pounds 
Sheb, filing cases, desks, chairs, office 
devices and other furniture from the 
W ashington repository to all parts of 
the country through the mail cars. 
O ther departm ents in W ashington sent 
out furniture, typew riters and sim ilar 
things. 
The postoffice departm ent it­ 
self transported canceling machines, 
carpets, lounges and various kinds of 
furniture. 
One of the great abuses of the fran k ­ 
ing privilege, which, it is claimed, has 
been fairly w^ll eradicated now, was 
practiced for m any years by persons 
apparently in the employ of certain 
railroad companies. G reat quantities 
of governm ent publications, of no use 
to any one, would be sent out to dis­ 
tan t points at the tim e that the period­ 
ical weighing of the m ails was going 
on. 
W agon loads of these pouches would 
be sent under the frank of a congress­ 
m an who knew nothing about the ship­ 
m ent and would be sent to some man 
who knew nothing of its coming. The 
weight of this and of the hundreds of 
other 
shipm ents 
of 
like 
character 
would be credited to the railroads as 
part of the mail they carried during 
the weighing period, and for the next 
few years the governm ent would go 
on paying the railroads on tha t basis 
of weight. 


Trick of the Railroads. 
One congressm an in M ichigan is au­ 
thority for the statem ent tha t he re­ 
ceived three wagon loads of publica­ 
tions of various kind3 at his home, 
afte r congress had adjourned, for three 
years iu succession before he found 
out the system . 
An official report recently m ade in 
the senate pointed out tha t thousands 
of publications are thus sent to libra­ 
ries. 
It is claim ed in this official report 
by a commission of the senate that 
from 1895 to 1909 there were 1,579,164 
useless docum ents returned to the su­ 
perintendent of docum ents at W ash­ 
ington. to be sold as w aste paper. On 
every one of these the governm ent 
paid 
the 
railroads 
postage charges 
both ways, because they w ere m ailed 
as “free m atter.” 
The “Barlow case” has figured in a 
num ber of investigations of this abuse 
of the franking privilege. 
In that case 
it w as claim ed tha t m any sacks of 
this franked m atter were deliberately 
held up at New Orleans so tha t they 
would go over a certain railroad d ur­ 
ing the mail weighing period. 
The use of the congressional frank 
by the cam paign com m ittees is not 
contrary to law, but there are m any 
m em bers of congress and-governm ent 
authorities who consider it an abuse 
of the free m ailing privilege. 


Usee! In Campaigns. 
The Republican and Dem ocratic con­ 
gressional com m ittees sent out last 
year under this provision “parts of 
the Congressional Record” tha t would 
have cost them thousands if not hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in post­ 
age. 
Of one pam phlet alone the Re­ 
publicans printed 3,000,000 copies 
The 
entire 
Dem ocratic 
cam paign 
book w as sent out under a congres 
sionai fjrnnk. 
The book w as m ade up 
of “cam paign thunder” tha t had been 
delivered in congress, but to m ake it 
fully frankable C hairm an Lloyd of the 
Democratic 
com m ittee read to 
the 
house of representatives the title, in­ 
dex and subheads of the proposed 
book. 
This m ade it all “pa rt of the 
Congressional Record.” 
The 
Republicans 
sent o^t 
m any 
copies of the “» tory of a Tariff” in the 
sam e way, under congressional franks. 
This cam paign book 
w as also com­ 
posed of congressional speeches, 
In­ 
dividual speeches were pirated and cir­ 
culated by hundreds of thousands of 
copies.
